Problems  and  Answers  of  the  Smelt  Patrol 

Actual  Cases 

No.  1 — Mr.  Horner  had  a  parking  and  traffic  problem.  He 
was  advised  to  string  a  wire  with  a  "No  Trespassing" 
Sign  on  it  across  his  driveway.  We  had  no  further 
trouble  at  this  point.  Mr.  Horner  was  very  coopera- 
tive. 

No.  2 — Mr.  Hydren  telephoned  that  cars  were  blocking  his 
driveway  and  walking  across  his  shrubbery.  Checked 
with  Trooper  George  McKeagney.  Talked  with 
several  smelters  and  were  promised  their  cooperation. 
Checked  frequently  the  rest  of  the  season.  Had  no 
further  trouble. 
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No.  3 — Received  indirect  complaint  from  Elwin  Chesley. 
Unable  to  get  to  his  camp  due  to  heavy  traffic.  Also 
smelting-  from  his  lawn  in  front  of  his  cottage.  Called 
in  and  had  talk  with  Mrs.  Chesley,  and  she  seemed 
quite  pleased  that  we  were  patroling  the  lake  prop- 
erty. Her  chief  complaint  was  that  traffic  from 
Black  Brook  to  the  entrance  to  their  camp  delayed 
their  getting  into  camp.  After  investigation,  at  no 
tnne  to  our  knowledge,  in  spite  of  frequent  patrolling 
of  the  Chesley  property,  was  there  any  smelting  done 
directly  in  front  of  the  cottage  except  by  permission 
of  the  owners. 

The  patrol  also  assisted  the  State  Police  on  Friday  and 
Saturday  nights  when  the  traffic  was  heaviest,  in  stopping 
all  cars  coming  into  the  area  and  advising  smelters  not  to 
build  fires  or  damage  property.  During  the  season,  there 
were  several  fires  that  were  discovered  and  were  put  out  by 
request.  All  of  these  were  started  due  to  the  fact  that  some- 
one had  either  fallen  into  the  lake  or  had  gone  over  their 
boots  and  were  trying  to  get  dried  out. 

Although  the  woods  were  closed  approximately  one 
week  during  smelting  season,  it  was  surprising  the  number  of 
smelters,  claiming  no  knowledge  of  any  woods  ban,  that  were 
requested  to  leave  by  the  wardens  and  smelt  patrol. 

After  patrolling  the  lake  for  two  smelting  seasons,  and 
talking  with  State  Police,  Fish  and  Game  wardens,  and  a 
large  number  of  property  owners,  and  smelters  themselves, 
we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  situation  has  greatly  improved.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  CHIEF 


We  are  pleased  to  report  that  with  the  money  made 
available  to  us  att  he  last  Town  Meeting,  we  were  able  to 
purchase  a  650  gallon  tank  truck,  install  a  cross  chassis  pump, 
and  rebuild  the  truck  in  to  a  fine  piece  of  fire  fighting  equip- 
ment. 

Through  the  sale  of  the  Fire  Extinguishers,  we  were 
able  to  earn  enough  money  to  paint  the  truck  and  buy  small 
pieces  of  needed  equipment. 

Our  fire  house  has  been  our  major  problem  but  through 
the  generosity  of  the  Firemen  in  giving  liberally  of  material 
and  their  time,  we  have  made  splendid  progress. 

The  time  contributed  by  the  Firemen  amounts  to  over 
460  man  hours. 

Much  more  work  will  have  to  be  done  as  soon  as  weather 
permits. 

The  Fire  Department  has  responded  to  eight  calls  dur- 
ing the  past  six  months,  ranging  from  chimney  to  building 
fires. 

We  feel  there  is  a  definite  need  for  hand  tools  to  fight 
forest  fires,  and  we  are  asking  the  Voters  to  raise  a  small 
amount  ach  year  for  this  purpose  until  an  adequate  supply 
can  be  purchased. 

We  wish  to  publicly  thank  the  Winnisquam  Fire  Depart- 
ment for  housing  our  Fire  truck  in  their  warm  station  this 
winter.  It  is  a  definite  contribution  to  the  Town  of  San- 
bornton.

We  are  fortunate  in  having  as  our  Librarian,  Mrs.  Nathan 
T.  Morse,  Jr.,  who  is  rendering  a  very  efficient  service,  and 
we  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the 
cooperative  spirit  she  has  manifested  in  working  with  the 
Trustees  and  patrons  of  the  Library. 

In  1948  we  loaned  1156  books:  in  1949,  1299;  in  1950, 
1580  and  in  1951,  2013.  This  comparison  indicates  that 
there  is  an  increasing  interest  in  the  use  of  the  Library.  Be- 
cause during  the  past  yeear  1524  of  the  2013  books  loaned 
were  taken  out  by  children  and  young  people,  we  have  pro- 
cured more  books  for  those  age  groups.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Sanbornton : 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  your  Su 
perintendent  of  Schools : 

Each  year  brings  with  it  new  problems.  During  the 
past  year  we  have  seen  considerable  evidence  of  moral  de- 
cline in  politics,  scandals  in  the  field  of  athletics.  ?nd  attacks 
on  some  school  systems  in  America.  With  each  of  these  new 
problems  comes  a  responsibility  for  the  school.  Your  school 
is  facing  this  responsibility  well.  Before  the  opening  of 
school  in  September  a  two-day  workshop  was  held  on  the 
theme  "Teaching  of  Moral  and  Spiritual  Values  in  the  Pub- 
lic Schools."  Your  teachers  attended  and  participated  in 
this  very  profitable  two  days.  The  children  of  the  Sanborn- 
ton schools  have  been  able  to  reap  the  harvest  of  this  worq- 
shop.  The  school  is  pointing  out  the  right  way  of  action 
and  thought  to  your  children.  The  teachers  are  doing  their 
utmost  to  see  that  good  foundations  are  laid  for  the  funda- 
mentals of  education. 

Events  are  unpredictable  at  times.  Last  eyar  it  was  the 
judgment  of  the  Superintendent  and  the  Board  that  San- 
bornton could  operate  its  schools  with  three  teachers  for  the 
year  1951-52.  All  indications,  then,  pointed  to  an  enrollment 
of  82  pupils.  Imagine  our  surprise  when  on  opening  day 
105  pupils  enrolled !  This,  of  course,  necessitated  an  addi- 
tional teacher.  We  were  most  fortunate  in  obtaining  the 
services  of  Mrs.  Eugenia  S.  Carroll  of  Franklin.  Mrs.  Car- 
roll brings  to  the  school  system  many  years  of  experience 
on  the  junior  high  and  upper  grade  levels.  The  children  in 
the  junior  high  grades  have  grown  steadily  under  her  watch- 
ful leadership. 

Mrs.  S.  Katherine  French,  teacher  of  the  upper  grades, 
^vas  appointed  Principal  of  the  Central  School  in  the  place  of 
Mr.  Glenn  Chaffee  whose  position  was  abolished  the  pre- 
vious year.  Mrs.  Anne  P.  Abbott  in  the  Primayr  Room 
and  Mrs.  Annette  Larson  in  -the  Intermediate  Room  con- 
tinue to  de  exceptionally  good  v/ork  with  the  children  in 
■  their  charge. 
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Your  childr<Mi  are  being  provided  a  well  balanced  in- 
structional program  at  the  Central  School.  The  out-of-door 
activities  have  been  hampered  by  the  nature  of  the  land  upon 
which  they  must  play.  The  addition  of  the  swings  and 
teeters  by  the  Parent  Teacher  Association  is  greatly  appre- 
ciated and  has  been  one  means  of  filling  some  of  the  out- 
door play  need.  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  land 
in  the  rear  of  the  building  where|  it  was  hoped  a  playground 
could  be  developed. 

Last  year  the  area  was  filled  in  with  sand  and  gravel 
to  the  amount  included  in  the  budget.  The  spring  rains  and 
freshets  washed  it  away.  It  had  been  our  hope  that  this 
work  could  be  done  a  little  each  year.  It  is  now  apparent 
that  this  approach  will  not  solve  the  problem.  Considerable 
work  must  be  done  before  the  land  will  become  suitable  for 
a  play  area.  The  terrain  must  be  levelled  off,  the  water  run- 
off diverted,  and  landscaping  done  to  mprove  the  appear- 
ance and  disability  of  the  land.  The  budget  which  the  Board 
is  presenting  to  the  Budget  Committee  contains  a  figure  of 
$2,000  for  the  purpose  of  developing  this  area  to  a  point 
where  it  will  be  made  into  a  usable  play  field.  I  hope  that  it 
will  be  possible  to  do  the  work  during  this  school  yaer. 

I  could  list  manythings  in  this  report  concerning  the 
schools  and  the  actvities  of  your  boys  and  girls.  Instead  of 
writing  them  I  had  rather  invite  you  to  visit  the  school  and 
see  the  actiivties  at  first  hand.  You  will  see  that  your  chil- 
dren's needs  are  being  met. 

In  closing  this  report  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation 
to  the  Board,  teachers,  Parent  Teacher  Association  and  the 
citizens  of  Sanbornton  who  have  cooperated  so  well  in  the 
work  of  the  schools.  May  our  future  years  be  as  pleasant  and 
fruitful  as  have  been  the  past.

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SCHOOL  NURSE  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

Leaders  in  the  fields  of  education  and  public  health 
have  for  years  considered  the  health  of  school  children  as  an 
area  of  prime  importance  to  society.  Realizing  that  the 
health  and  happiness  of  society  depend  on  its  future  citizens 
— the  children  in  the  schools,  they  have  subscribed  to  the 
time-honored  goal  of  so  educating  the  child  that  he  might 
have  a  healthy  mind  in  a  healthy  body.  The  experience  and 
research  of  recent  years  have  confirmed  this  position  and 
pointed  out  more  clearly  the  intimate  connection  that  good 
health  has  with  the  personal  and  educational  success  of  the 
school  child.  This  is  seen  particularly  when  certain  physical 
disabilities  prevent  the  child  from  reaching  the  maximum 
level  of  his  efficiency.  In  this  connection,  visual  and  au- 
ditory defects  are  outstanding  and  call  for  special  considera- 
tion. The  ears  and  eyes  can  truly  be  called  the  windows 
of  the  mind  and,  in  altogether  too  many  cases,  failure  in 
school  work  can  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that  they  are  not 
functioning  properly.  Diagnosis  of  defects  in  these  areas 
becomes  then  of  significant  importance. 

For  the  past  two  years  we  have  been  using  in  the  San- 
bornton  schools  a  highly  diagnostic  instrument  for  revealing 
eye  defects.  This  instrument  is  known  as  the  Massachusetts 
Vision  Test.  With  the  aid  of  this  test  were  were  able  this 
year  to  give  a  very  complete  visual  examination  to  125  chil- 
dren. 

Deafness  or  impaired  hearing  may  be  congenital  or 
acquired.  More  frequently  it  is  caused  by  adenoids,  dis- 
eased tonsils,  such  infectious  diseases  as  scarlet  fever  and 
measles,  foreign  bodies  localized  in  the  ear,  and  finally  by 
hardening  of  the  ear  wax.  While  certain  symptoms  have  in. 
the  past  been  used  as  a  basis  for  determination  of  auditory 
defects,  of  late  much  more  precise  instruments  have  become 
availabl.  One  of  these,  the  Puretone  Audiometer  has  been 
in  use  in  the  Sanbornton  schools  since  1948  and  has  proven 
extremely  useful  in  detecting  hearing  difficulties. 
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Tuberculosis  in  children  rarely  manifests  itself  in  the 
usual  symptoms  found  in  adults,  namely,  lowered  vitality, 
loss  of  weig-ht,  persistent  cough  or  general  weakness.  In 
most  cases  the  disease  develops  very  slowly  and  does  not 
cause  trouble  until  adolescence  or  early  adulthood.  Diagnosis, 
however,  in  the  early  stages  is  very  important.  Fortunately 
early  diagnosis  is  now  possible  through  the  development  of 
what  is  known  as  the  Tuberculin  test.  This  is  a  skin  test, 
hamless.  yet  very  diagnostic.  Where  this  test  indicates  a 
suspicious  condition,  an  X-ray  picture  of  the  chest  is  taken 
for  confirmatory  evidence. 

During  the  past  year  the  Tuberculin  Skin  Test  was 
given  to  17  pupils  of  the  Sanbornton  schools.  As  ni  the  past, 
all  children  who  react  positively  to  the  skin  test  are  X-rayed 
att  he  Chest  Clinic  held  in  Laconia. 

An  important  factor  in  the  healthy  growth  and  develop- 
ment of  children  is  freedom  from  such  communicable  diseases 
as  measles,  dipstheria  and  scarlet  fever.  Every  child  should 
be  given  the  preventive  treatments  that  are  available.  No 
child  should  enter  school  without  having  been  successfully 
vaccinted  against  smallpox  and  imminized  against  diphtheria. 

Constant  vigilance  plays  an  important  role  in  health 
care.  To  this  end  classroom  inspections  were  held  at  frequent 
intervals  during  the  year.  The  children  were  weighed  and 
measured  three  times  during  the  school  year  and  a  report  of 
the  findings  sent  home.  Medical  inspection  was  given  to 
90  children  by  the  school  nurse. 

Parents  today  are  realizing  more  and  more  the  import- 
ance of  dental  care.  This  applies  particularly  to  the  care  of 
baby  teeth,  since  if  these  are  neglected,  the  permanent  teeth 
suffer  also.  Prevention  is  the  watchword  in  dentistry  to- 
day. A  dental  clinic  was  held  during  the  year  with  Doctor 
M.  E.  Sargent  of  FrankHn  in  charge.  Twenty-five  children 
attended  the  clinic.  Twenty  children  went  to  their  own  den- 
tist. 
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The  advancement  in  the  field  of  physiotherapy  has 
verified  the  important  part  that  it  plays  in  the  treatment  of 
many  physical  defects  whidh  if  left  untreated  may  lead  to 
serious  handicaps.  Good  posture  is  one  of  the  many  aims  of 
physiotherapy.  On  the  other  hand,  poor  posture  may  be  a 
sign  that  the  child  needs  a  careful  and  complete  medical 
examination  to  discover  the  underlying  cause.  Two  children 
have  attended  the  orthopedic  clinic  held  in  Laconia  at  fre- 
quent intervals  during  the  year. 

The  health  program  of  any  school  has  two  chief  objec- 
tives. The  first  is  to  develop  within  the  pupils  a  greater  ap- 
preciation of  and  a  desire  to  conserve  and  protect  their  own 
health.  The  second  is  to  lead  parents,  teachers  and  the  iom- 
munity  to  a  recognition  of  the  role  that  the  school  can  play 
in  the  betterment  of  the  health  of  both  home  and  community. 
These  two  objectives  have  not  only  been  recognized  but  in 
large  measure  achieved  by  the  cooperative  efforts  of  all  who 
are  interested  in  the  health  program  of  the  Sanbornton 
School.  'I 

I  wish  to  xpress  my  sincere  gratitude  to  the  Sanbornton 
School  Board,  Mr.  Snell,  the  teachers,  parents  and  pupils  for 
their  wholehearted  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

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Report  of  Sanboirnton  Central  School 
Building  Committee 

July  1,  1947— July  1,  1951 

The  building  committee  was  authorized  tO'  supervise  the 
building  of  a  grade  school  by  the  vote  of  the  district  in 
March,  1947,  and  by  subsequent  votes  as  the  plan  was  de- 
veloped. We  have  attempted  to  carry  out  the  votes  of  the 
district,  always  keeping  in  mind  the  taxpayer  as  well  as  the 
welfare  of  Sanbornton's  children.  Many  citizens  have  given 
able  assistance  which  is  sincerely  appreciated.  The  commit- 
tee feel  that  they  owe  special  gratitude  to  the  architect, 
Irving  Hersey  of  Durham,  and  to  the  law  firm  of  Nighs- 
wander  and  Lord  for  the  able  advice  and  assistance  given 
by  both. 

When  it  became  necessary  for  the  American  Fidelity 
Bonding  Co.  to  assume  the  direction  of  the  general  contract, 
tedious  delays  were  encountered.  These  added  no  extra 
expense  to  the  taxpayer,  except  the  small  additional  amount 
paid  for  legal  advice  which  the  committee  felt  was  necessary 
to  protct  the  district's  interest.  It  did  add  to  the  amount 
of  time  devoted  to  the  project  by  the  committee  and  by  the 
architect.  The  architect  made  no  extra  charge  as  he  might 
have  done  under  the  terms  of  our  contract  with  him.  The 
sub-contractors  were  unduly  hampered  but  cooperated,  for 
the  most  part,  willingly. 

By  June  30,  1951,  payments  from  the  building  fund 
were  completed  and  the  committee's  work  was  finished.  We 
take  pleasure  in  presenting  this  building  to  the  district  and 
its  children.  Early  in  our  planning  it  became  evident  that 
the  fund  would  not  be  sufficient  to  complete  the  building 
satisfactorily  and  complete  the  grounds  as  the  committee  felt 
they  should  be.  We  chose  to  complete  an  adequate  building 
with  the  hope  that  the  grounds  may  be  finished  at  a  date  not 
too  far  distant.
